CHRISTMAS IN YOKOHAMA, 

The Japan Times has the following interesting account of the 
way in which this festive season was honoured in Yokohama : 

‘We cannot pass over the season of Christmas without pay- 
ing to it the homage which every Englishman feels, and feels 
the more deeply the farther he is condemned by adverse fate 
to [dwell from those social meetings which show the truth of 
the saying that “blood is thicker than water,” and which com- 
pose the real pleasures of Christmas. One cannot taste the 
real pleasure here. It is somewhat difficult to carry off a 
Christmas dinner in the East with that gusto which the rite 
demands. We are at great advantage in Japan, however, over 
all other English exiles. Japan, its climate, its scenery, its 
foliage, are all so like England that we may almost cheat our- 
selves into the belief, when we see the holly, the ivy, and the 
mistletoe in the old familiar places, that we are at home. We 
cannot leave the subject without mention of the Christmas 
decorations of the church, and for the benefit of readers at a 
distance we will briefly describe them. The building is in the 
style known to architects as ‘‘Carpenter’s Gothic,” and the 
bare interior is hideously ugly. Fortunately, the chaplain of 
the settlement, the Rev. M. B. Bailey, has a pretty taste for 
architecture, and, with simple and rapidly constructed lines of 
holly, Isurel, box and fir leaves, so contrived to change com- 
pletely the appearance of his church; here indicating arches 
which should exist in more permanent material—there conceal- 
ing with the same means some dreadful ornamental excrescence 
which never should exist at all—that the whole appearance of 
the interior has been changed, and a very small exercise 
of fancy carries back the spectator to some grey old 
country church at home of the time of Richard If. Japan 
is singularly rich in evergreens, and its climate, com- 
paratively mild, allows also the introduction into floral decora- 
tion of many plants which are rare exotics in England. Thus, 
while the pillars of Christ Church, Yokohama, are wreathed 
with our old home friends—the holly, the ivy, and the fir— 
the plant that carries the passion flower furnishes a beautiful 
ornament for the pulpit, the bright berries of the Aucuba 
Japonica, and the deep crimson of the camellia relieved against 
its dark glistening leaves, and the variously coloured chrysan- 
thema fill the font, and the feathery bamboo lightly ornaments 
the roof, Appropriate texts, in ancient character, red and gold, 
fill the intervals between the arches, and the memorial tablets 
are crowned with their ycllow wreaths of immortelles, A cross, 
formed of the words “ Mercy, Truth, Righteousness and Peace,” 
framed in foliage, relieved by white flowers, hangs over the 





» | altar, while the bare west wall is draped most appropriately 


with the national flags, reminding us that Yokohama is a garrison 
town and naval station, and the residence of one of Her 
Majesty's representatives. The Rev. J. C. Parkyn, chaplain of 
H.MS, Pelorus, assisted Mr. Bailey and his family in dressing 
the church, and very much of the beautiful effect is due, we 
are told, not only to his suggestions, but also to his active 
bands, 





CHINA. 
HANKOW. 
The correspondent of the Friend of China writes under 
date 31st December :— 
During the past fortnight trade has been very inactive. 
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Owing to tho cash payment system being fully in force, the 
traders are not yet ablo to opcrate for want of the needful. 
In exports little has been done. On foreign account there have 
becn some heavy shipments of oil. Hemp and Safflower are 
exported by Chinese principally for coast ports. 4 

The Commercial Bank Corporation has been defrauded by 
thoir compradore ; rumour has it to the extent of 60,000 taels. 
The compradore of one Mr. Weiss, an Austrian, has bolted, too, 
with the proceeds of some 60 piculs of Malacca tin, No trace 
of him has yet been discovered. Tho Corporation's compradore 
has been lodged in the Taotai’s yamun, 

Our newly-appointed Consular Chaplain has arrived, and 
commenced his services, On Sunday and Monday ho preached 
appropriate sermons ecten pore. 

‘We had snow on Christmas-day, and through the week rain, 
frost, and slect alternately. 

Messrs. Dentand Co.’snew steamer Hirado arrived on the 24th. 
She is much admired. Her internal fittings, superintended by 
Captain Bell, are execllent. Her courteous commander, Captain 
Mac(Queen ; politely showed visitors all over the vessel, The 
water is very low. Tho Chinese say large steamers will not be 
able to get up when it is at its lowest. 

CHIN-KIANG, 

A correspondent of the Jtecorder states that a canal is being 
cut by the Chineso to connect Chin-kiang with Navking. The 
canal is also intended for the shelter of native craft from the 
north winds when the proclamation ordering them to quit the 
north side shall be enforced ; the water being far too decp to 
admit of their anchoring in tiers, as is geacrally their custom. 
The authorities secm to be going to work in real earnest, and 
havo about 2,000 men almost constantly digging. The work, 
however, cannot be properly completed under two years, 
although it will be ready for use in aboutanother month. Tho 
idea is to connect Nanking with Chin-kiang, which can easily 
be done by opening out the canal which already exists 
between these two places. From all accounts, Nanking has 
@ fir prospect of again becoming a flourishing city. Tho 
authorities have issucd an edict taking off all dutics from 
silks, &c., woven there for five years. Already this has produced 
an effect, not less than 2,500 silk looms alone having been 
established there within the last six months. At Chin-kiang 
also there are said to be some six or seven hundred extra looms 
at work, The number of junks on the North Bank has also 
inereased in a marvellous degree, even within tho last two 
months they have gone from about six hundred up to nearly 
two thousand, extending all along the river bank for more than 
a mile in tiers of 13 to 23 deep. It is true they are princi- 
pally salt junks, but the effect of their presence is shown by the 
increase of more than double the quantity of opium and other 
goods imported. Very few ports indeed have taken so much 
opium as Chin-kiang, 5,000 piculs within twelve months being a 
very large quantity. 

With the sweets, however, of increasing prosperity in their 
port, the residents have to take some of the sour in tho shapo 
of a greater number of villains than heretofore. The presence 
of an unquiet clement in the population was unmistakably 
shown by a very daring burgiary committed on the premises 
known as Gentle’s Bungalow on the British Concession. About 
2 aa. on the 12th inst. some twenty or more men surrounded 
the house (which is entirely detached), and having effected an 
entry by a back door, seized aud gazyed a boy,” and plundered 
him of his entire kit of clothes, to the amount of about $300, 
he being somewhat of au exquisite in his dress, His master, 
Mr. Geo. Potts (who is at present living in the house), was 
awoke by the noise of their first entry, and rushed into the 
« boy's” room to seo what was wrong, He was met by cight or 
ten fellows, who rau at him, but who, on bis regaining his bed-room, 
and taking up a rifle with a bayonet fixed, thought discretion 
tho better part of valour, contenting themselves with throw- 
ing chairs, tables, sofas, and everything moveable against him 
when he tried to approach them. Neither party had any fire 
arms loaded, and by the above means Mr. Potts was kept cm- 
ployed till (as before stated) they had succeeded in plunder- 
ing the “boy,” which feat accomplished they beat a speedy 
retreat, having been in the house about twenty minutes, as near 
as could be judged. ‘hey took nothing but Chinese gear away, 
doubtless fearing recognition through some of the forcign 
articles, fora gun (fowling piece) and musical box were found 
dropped in a field eose by, aud nothing elso has been missed, 
Fortunately, neither Mr. Potts nor any of his servants are 
hurt ; but it is a thousand pitics some of tho scoundrels were 

















not spoiled for any further misdeeds of a like nature. Mr. 
Potts had run short of cartridges for his pistol, and, probably 
for the only timo during two years’ residenco here, it was not 
loaded and under his pillow. 
SHANGHAI, 

3 Some months ago Li Futai memorialised ‘the throne setting 
forth the miscries which had befallen tho junk men, who had, 
until the arrival of foreign ships and steamers, enjoyed the 
monopoly of the northern trade, He represented in moving 
terms the wrongs inflicted on thousands of natives by the 
diversion of the trade into forcign bottoms, and recommended. 
that the Pcking Cabinct should devise sorae means whereby 
the position of the junk owacrs and others interested might be 
amoliorated. ‘The Tsung-li-yamen, through the Board of War, 
has now issued a notification setting forth the arguments ad- 
duced by Li Futai, and calling upon the merchants to ship in 
native vessels, while the junk owners are recommended to “ try 
their luck” and not be cast down [by the present unpromising 
aspect of affairs, The notification is addressed to the native 
residents at the northern ports andj Manchuria and to those 
who frequent those ports for purposes of trade. 

An attempt has apparently been made to revive the Coolie 
Slave trade at Shanghai. It will’ bo remembered (says the 
North China Herald) that some years ago a firm in Shanghai 
endeavoured to establish this trade, but the attempt led to 
scrious riots, in one of which Mr. Lay, then Inspector General of 
Customs, was seriously wounded. About tho same time the 
Chineso authoritics, with the aid of a steamer chartered for 
the purpose, seized a coolic-laden vessel which was lying at 
Wusung. After this the coolio trade disappeared, but wo 
now learn that for two months past there have been agents 
busily at work endeavouring to re-establish it, under the name 
of “Emigration.” Tho French treaty sanctions voluntary 
emigration, but the speculation in which the personsto whom 
we allude are engaged partakes of none of the characteristics of 
emigration, properly so called. The French Concession 
is the centro of the operations which aro being carried 
on. We aro informed that the originators of the scheme 
have rented a large godown in that concession, and 
fitted it up as a baracoon. It is absurd to assert that such an 
establishment is intended as a depot for voluntary emigrants, 
Equally vain is it for the agents who are now carrying out their 
nefarious designs to assert that the coolies are not sold on arrival 
at Havanna, This may bo literally true, but inasmuch as the 
contracts aro sold to the highest bidder, it is evident that the 
ultimate effects on the victims must be the same as if each in- 
dividual coolie were put up to sale as a piece of merchandise. 
The Chinese authorities have shut their eyes to the manifest 
tendency of this speculation. They are of course glad to get 
rid of so many starving unfortunates, for whom, during the 
miserable months of winter, they are supposed to supply food, 
but we do carnestly hope that so foul a blot as the establish- 
ment of a coolie trade under any name may not fall on tho 
foreign communitics at Shanghai. 

HONG KONG, 

The P. and O, Mail of Nov. 26, as intimated in our last, ar- 
rived on the 15th January, and that of Dec. 11, on the 26th. 
The dates of this mail (French) are now down to the 29th 
January, or three days beyond the usual date. ‘Tho P. and O. 
Mail was to leave on the ist Feb. There is no newsof any 
importance from the northern ports. 

The editorial and general management of the China Mail, &, 
has becn assumed by Mr. N. B. Dennys, who will continue tho 
firm of A. Shortrede and Co, The Duily Press editorship and 
management has been resigned by Mr. Y.J. Murrow, His suc- 
cessor is, however, not well received by his contemporaries, as 
he is described as possessing the powers of abuse but not tho 
ability of Mr. Murrow. 

The Customs authorities at Canton despatched the steamer 
Hai-ching to Hainan to investigate the mutiny on board the 
Pride of the Gunges, bound to Demerara, fand reported in our 
last issue, The steamer put back to Slacao, having sprung a 
lcak, but no doubt proceeded again. 

The prize of $1,000 for the new City Hall design bas been 
awarded to Mr. Hermite, the gentleman who exccuted the de- 
sign for the cathedral at Canton, 

A notice in the Governinent Guzelte announces that the notes of 
the Commercial Bark Corporation of India and the East aro to 
be reeeived as a legal tender at the Treasury, 

‘The present mail brings more accounts of piracy on tho 
coast. ‘Lhe first case is that of the Mecklenburg three-masted 
schooner Albert Jurss, Captain Stadtlander, now in harbour, 
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pound from Hong Kong to Chefoo with a fow cases of Chinese 
cargo. While at anchor off Stone Cutter’s Island on the 23rd 
January, at about 9.30 p.x., two boats, each containing about 
eight or nine men, boarded tho vessel from both sides, attacked 
the man on watch, whom thcy severely wounded, and having 
locked the rest of the crew of the schooner in the deck-house 
where they lived, proceeded to rifle the vessel. Fortunately, 
however, the mate (who was in the after cabin) heard the noise, 
and having obtained a revolver, proceeded at once to the deck, 
tho crew, consisting of ten Europeans all told, a Chinese cook 
and supercargo, having managed to escape from their confine- 
ment, via the hatchway, in the roof of their house. The mate 
fired one shot into the midst of tho marauders, whereupon a 
panic seized them and they made the best of their way back 
into the boats, leaving in their flight a hat, sword scabbard, and 
the ramrod of a pistol. Tho captain was ashore at the time of 
the assault, but a boat having been despatched from the vessel, 
the police were quickly communicated with. With tho excep- 
tion of a revolver, a riflo, a fowling-piece, and apologies for two 
guns, the vessel was entircly without means of resisting an 
armed force of any pretensions whatever, and it is probably 
owing simply to the fact that the crew of the Albert Jurss 
were on the alert that no worse consequences ensued. 

Another serious case is that of the American schooner Alina, 
which is thus described by Captain Eldredge :—“ We sailed 
from Hong Kong at six o'clock on the morning of the 2Ist of 
January. At seven F.at, whilo off Pooty, we were attacked hy 
threo pirate junks, and owing to the wind being very light 
could not handle the vessel. We fired two guns into the junks, 
which told with good effect. When the first junk got foul of 
our stern we could hear the Chinamen groaning from the effects 
of our guns. We fired seven musket shots at his mast-head, 
and they threw five stinkpots on board the schooner. I then 
found myself all alone on the poop, and went to get the star- 
board boat clear, but could not, and lost her; I then went for- 
ward, and found the port boat under the bow, the chief officer 
and one man being in the boat, and the second officer and once 
man in the water, I then jumped into the boat. They fired 
several musket shots at us while we were getting away from the 
vessel, but did not hit us. We then pulled ashore at Tam Too, 
the boat being badly broken and half full of water. Two sear 
men were supposed to havo been left on board. At 8 o'clock 
on the following morning we landed at Stanley but could not 
sco the vessel from the land. We left the boat as we could not 
sell her there, Walked on to Hong Kong where we arrived at 
noon. On the 23rd at 6 o’clock found the vessel anchored at 
the lower part of the harbour in charge of a Chinese pilot. I 
then took charge of the vessel and found her in a very bad 
condition, decks badly burnt, and furniture ent to pieces or 
broken up. Everything of value such as nautical instruments, 
silverware, &c,, &c., had been taken from the cabin, The mate 
is still very sick from exposure, and the two men that were 
supposed to have been left on board aro still missing.” 

The French brig Jeanne et Joseph, which left Hong Kong on 
the morning of the 16th Jan. bound for Shanghai, was boarded 
by pirates on tho following day, and everything of value plun- 
dered. One man was severely wounded, and two aro missing, 
of the crew of tho brig. A gunboat was at once despatched to 
look after the rascals, but we have at prescut no tidings of any 
result, 

The following items of shipping news are interesting :— 

The British steamer Undine, Captain G. D. Pitman, arrived 
on the 25th Jan., having left Foochow on the 21st, Ainoy 22nd, 
and Swatow 23rd. On her passage down she had strong mon- 
soon with thick weather accompanied by much rain. On the 
21st inst. saw steamer Aden entering the Min, and on the 
night of the same day when off Pyramid Point the steamer 
Feloong bound up. Tho Shoocy-Leen arrived at Fahchau on 
the 20th. The British ship Adelina with teas was towed from 
thenco to sea on the 21st. H.B.M.’s gunboat Grasshopper 
arrived in Amoy from Mcichen Sound, where she had been suc- 
cessful in capturing the Macao lorcha No. 7 a piratical craft 
which Licut, Morant has long been looking after. It was 
attempted to tow her down to Amoy, but owing to the bois- 
terous stato of the weather it was found impossible, so after 
removing the crew, which consistcd of 18 men, to the gunboat 
she was destroyed. 

The barquo Peiho, bound from Hong Kong to Melbourne and 
Sydney, ran upon a reef near Belliton Island on tho afternoon 
of the 11th Dec, lest. Sho was much damaged, having lost 
her rudder and sustained other injuries in her stern-post and 








keel. It is feared that sho sill bo unable to proceed on her 
voyage, no mechanical appliances for repairing her being at 
hand. Every assistance was rendered by the Iutch authorities. 
It is probable that another vessel will be chartered at Batavia 
to take on her passengers and cargo. 

The British ship Fiery Cross arrived on the 27th Jan., 
having left the docks on the 12th October; parted from the 
tug-steamer at the Nore tho day following; on the 14th at 
midnight took her departure from the Isle of Wight. On tho 
17th, strong south-westerly gales commenced, which continued 
until the 23rd, when the wind veered to tho N.E trades until 
reaching the Equator, which she passed on the 12th November 
in long. 24 W. On tho 6th, when in lat. 8 N., long. 21 W, 
passed the British ship Serica, from London bound to Shanghai, 
and experienced moderato 8.E, trades ; passed the meridian of 
the Cape of Good Hope on tho 3rd Dee. in lat. 43; came 
through the Straits of Allas on the 4th Jan, Gillolo Passage 
the 14th, and the Basheo Channel on the 25th. Across the 
China sea encountered equally unscttled weather, with much fog. 

Robberies and attempts at murder continue to be of frequent 
occurrence, and the colony scems to bo infested by an organised 
gang of ruflians whose violence renders it unsafe for the residents 
to leave their houses at night without being well armed. On 
the night of the 25th January a murderous attack was made 
on two police-sergeants by an armed gang of Chinese scoundrels 
in the neighbourhood of Shek-dong-dsui, a notorious village 
situated just beyond the West Point Gas Works, on the road 
to Pok-fu-lum. Tho sergeants defended themselves well 
and wounded two of the miscrcants; and the traces of 
blood enabled them ‘to pursue and eventually capture one 
of them, The Evening Muil says, “It is but a day or 
two since that we called attention in our columns to the 
inefficient: state of the polico force as at present constituted. 
We do not mean to imply that any inefficiency was manifested 
on this occasion by the individuals attacked. On the contrary 
they defended themselves gallantly against odds, and put their 
assailants to flight. But the conclusion naturally foreed on our 
minds by this attack is that there is an organised band of 
ruffians in this part of the island whose existence is a disgrace 
to the force, paid, as is supposed, to keep our roads free from 
dangers of this description. 

The gang of burglars who some time since discovered an 
ingenious method of entering houses by way of the drains, 
havo lately renewed their operations at several points, but so 
far without success, having been frustrated in every case. The 
first and principal point of attack was the Central Bank of 
Western India, where they nearly succeeded in effecting an 
entrance. Residents have now to depend almost entirely on 
their own weapons and personal vigilance for safety. 

In a leading article in the Duily Press, on tho mortality of 
the 11th Regiment, we find the following paragraph regarding 
the absence of officers in Japan, It tends to show that tho 
decision of the Home Government on the Exchange question, re- 
ported in another part our paper, has not come a moment too 
goon :— We do not wish to shield officers who, though ap- 
pointed to do certain duty in long Kong, find it plorsanter,—in 
various ways,—to pass their summers in Japan. Perhaps the 
light that may now be thrown on the recommendations which 
Yokohama possesses as a residence for naval and military men 
may arouso fecling on the subject, and do something to check 
the continuance of a system which woe have reprobated before 
now in the strongest terms, Ofliccrs of high principle, who may 
wish very naturally to spend some part of their time while 
in this part of the world in a country with a climate so attrac- 
tive as that of Yokohama, ought to be the most eager denouncers 
of a system which must, while it lasts, tend to throw unkind 
suspicion on their motives for going north. We foresee coming 
trouble in connection with this matter, for a spirit of inquiry 
has beeon excited, and though it has been put upon the wrong 
scent, so far as the losses in the garrison are concerned, the 
route it has taken will lead to singular discoveries.” The Daily 
Press attributes the mortality in great measure to the want of 
proper barrack accommodation and tho night duty falling on 
the European troops through the absence of Indian regitnents 5 
and in support of this view asscrts that whilo the men of the 
11th were dying off as if they had been stricken with a pesti- 
lence, at the gaol thero were only two deaths during the whole 
summer, though the number of Europeans in confinement 
yanged from a hundred to a hundred and cighty, 

An interesting caso came under the consideration of tho 
Supremo Court, arising out of tho‘disturbed state of tho United 
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States Currency. In this case (Torrey v. Logan) the defen- 
dant, who is an engineer and machinist, had ordered certain 
goods to be purchased in the United States by the plaintiff, 
acting as his agent; and the question at issue was, whether 
the plaintiff was entitled to payment here in Mexican silver 
dollars for the amount of the invoice, which was made out in 
United States currency dollars, or whether he was entitled to 
the equivalent of the American currency dollars according to 
the price of gold in New York at the time, viz., two hundred 
and sixty dollars being equal to one hundred dollars in gold. 
The caso had been already tried before Mr. J.C. Whyte and 
a special jury in September last, anda verdict given for the 
plaintiff. ‘Application was now made before Judge Ball for a 
new trial, on the ground that the verdict was contrary to the 
evidence. His Lordship granted a new trial. 

The Daily Press has the following on the police :— 

We understand that the Chinese residents in Hong Kong, 
who intend, as we bave already announced, to present a peti- 
tion to the local government for permission to organise a force 
of native special constables, held a mecting yesterday and ar- 
ranged their programme of operations. Wo are informed that 
it was decided to present the petition to-day in duplicate, one 
copy to the Colonial Secretary, the Hon. W. Alexander, and the 
other to the Registrar-General. Tho substance of the pctition is 
this, The Chinese residents represent that rumours havo reached 
them to the effect that the roughs of Canton intend to celebrate 
the approach of the new year by making a descent upon Hong 
Kong, with the object, as we have already stated, of committing 
extensive robberies under cover of a conflagration. Rumours to 
the same effect have indecd been heard in various directions, but 
the Chinese appear induced to attribute greater importance to 
them than they are believed by Europeans to possess, One 
cannot but suppose that the Chinese are most likely to bo well 
informed, and in this case they give evidence of their readiness 
to “back their opinion” at some personal cost, as their wish is 
to raise a corps of Chinese watchmen in aid of the ordinary 
Police of the town, and in view of the period of danger sup- 
posed to be approaching, We believe that on former occasions 
some offers of the kind have been put forward, but the pro- 
posals hitherto made have always pointed to the establish- 
ment of a force which should be entirely under Chinese 
direction and beyond Government control, No arguments aro 
needed to justify a peremptory refusal on tke part of the 
Government to listen to projects of this nature, Now, however, 
the Chinese have awakened to the necessity of leaving the con- 
trol of all organised forces to the Government, and wo are 
informed that their plan is to raise a body of native special 
constables to be attached to the police force, and to act under 
tho orders of the English autboritics. It is on the assumption 
that this is the plan proposed, that we would express tho 
warmest approval of the design. It is a manifestation of 
patriotic spirit which ought to be encouraged, even if the fears 
which have given it birth should turn out to have becn chimeri- 
cal, and in the event of any such mouvement as that which is 
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threatened, it would add very greatly to the security of the 
town.

COCHIN-CHINA. 

Tne French Government is taking active measures to turn 
to good account the resources of its new dependence in the 
East. The timber of tho forests of Cochin-China and Cam- 
bojia is expected to prove one of the most valuable products of 
those countries ; a ship, the Suint Vincent de Paul, arrived at 
Toulon a few days since with a cargo consisting of all the 
various kinds of wood likely to be of importance for building 
purposes, railway sleepers, and other uses. Tho supply is said 
to be inexhaustible ; and if the quality should prove good 
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enough to pay for the long voyage Franca will have opened up 
a source of great value. 

A few woeks since a letter was received at the Ministry of 
Marine from the Governor of the Imperial settlement, asking 
for a powerful steam roller to be used in the making of new 
roads there ; rollers of this kind are now used for all the principal 
new ways in and near Paris, and they present tho great advan- 
tage of crushing and consolidating the broken stone at once, 
and thus enabling the roads to be opened for traffic in a much 
shorter space of time than was possible under the old system, 
and should be adopted in every large town; but the principal 
reason, or {at least one of the reasons, given in favour of 
steam roller for Cochin-China is that one drawn by horses or 
bullocks would do little service, for the tigers would attack and 
devour the cattle, and the drivers would be fortunate if they 
escaped the fangs of these wild bandits of the forest. The 
tigers would certainly find a steam roller difficult game to 
tackle, and, besides, it is presumed ‘that the noise made by the 
steam engine would causa the creatures to keep a respectful 
distance, or that, if they;should push their inquiries impru- 
dently, the probability is, as George Stephenson said before the 
committee of the House of Commons, concerning the danger 
of cows getting on the line, that it would be so much the worse 
for the tiger. There is another advantage also, namely, that the 
engineer and stoker, being placed in the middle of the steam- 
rolling machine, might easily be housed over, and have loop- 
holes through which they could, in case of extreme necessity, 
dispenso a fow effective steel pills. The noise of these rollers, 
as wellas of the steam omnibuses which have been tried lately 
at Nantes and in Paris, is so great that horses are terrified out 
of their wits by it, and the uso of both amid general traffic is 
almost entirely given up. If the tiger’s nerves prove very strong, 
the puff and whistle might easily be elevated to a shriek that 
would probably send the astonished marauders to their lairs 
with their tails between their legs.

DUTCH AGGRESSIONS IN SUMATRA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sim,—“jlo matters of finance and business we have the highest opinion 
of the honour and integrity of the Dutch nation, and we hope they will not 
sully their fair fame in acting in this dishonourable manner towards a weak 
State in the Far Bast. The day may come when some strong enemy may 
try to crush them, and how can they expect leniency in Europe when they 
give none in Sumatra?” These are the concluding lines of an editorial 
on “ Dutch aggressions in Sumatra,” which appeared in your issue of 27th 
November last, and, whilst accepting your compliment as merited and 
meant, I shall attempt to show that you have hastily and without proof ac~ 
cused the Dutch nation of acting in’a dishonourable manner. 1 wish, as 
much as possible, to deal with facts, as these, once established, render de- 
ductions easy and discussiona unnecessary. . 

In the first place, there is but one in dent State in Sumatra, and 
that is Acheen; no neighbouring State or province of the island is a de- 
pendency of that kingdom. This is roved by the book written by Mr. 
Anderson, who was cl d by the Governor of Penang to make treaties 
with the various chiefs of Sumatra in 1823. It was then acknowledged 
that all the States on the East Coast, from Siak to Temiang, were de- 
pendencies of the former ; and, consequently, Mr. Anderson requested and 
obtained permission from the Sultan of Siak to make treaties with the 
various chiefs. According to this, it is evident that these provinces were 
at that period, at any rate, dependencies of Siak. I will now proceed to 
show the claim Holiand has upon the latter State. 

In 1745 the Sultan of Johore, who was also Sovereign of Siak, ceded 
this country to the Dutch East India Company. In 1759 a conspiracy 
was formed against the Europeans ; the fort at Siak was taken by treason, 
and the whole garrison murdered. In 1761 the country was re-conquered 
by force of arms, and subsequently Rajah Alam was placed as Sovereign 
‘on the throne, the succession to which was assured to his heirs on certain 
conditions, the principal of which was the acknowledgment of Dutch 
supremacy. All the succeeding Sultans of have, without a single 
exception, recognised the Dutch authority, and the Dutch have never 
abandoned their right to the country. — In 1856, in consequence of 
‘@ serious quarrel between the Sultan of Siak and his elder brother, 
the former sought assistance from Singapore, and engaged the ser- 
vices of a Mr. Wilson, who armed boats and enlisted men at that 
port to carry on the war, and who afterwards sought to impose such 
onerous conditions upon the Sultan that the latter begged the Dutch 
to interfere. The consequence was that Mr. Wilson retired from 
Siak, and an assistant resident was stationed there at the express desire of 
the Sultan, the chief, and the people. It was then, however, high time 
that the prerogatives of the ancient kingdom should be asserted, or similar 
acts of filibustering (for the Wilson expedition was nothing better) might 
‘at any time disturb the peace of the coast, and, therefore, the Dutch 
gradually, but without the use of coercion, or firing a single shot, extended 
their influence along the coast, which they had a perfect right to do under 
the provisions of the treaty of 1824, and the understanding expressed in 
the supplementary correspondence. 

The “dereliction of duty” of the then Governor of the Straits Settle- 
ment (1856) is easily accounteds for. He knew that the Dutch possessed 
rights to Siak, and he also knew that he was not justified, by the Foreign 
Enlistment Act, to allow an armed force to be recruited and equipped in 
Singapore for the purpose of invading a country where the Dutch 
supremacy was recoguised, without the knowledge and consent of the 
Government, either of Holland or of Java, I now come to the assumed 
rights of Acheen over Delhi, Assahan, &c. Taking advantage of the dis- 
tracted and weak condition of the Government of Siak, the Acheenese 
invaded Delhi and some other small States along the coast, among which 
was Assahan, But all of them threw off all allegiance to Acheen, and 
Assaban was reconquered by Siak fiftcen years ago; it never acknowledged 
the Acheen flag as its own, neither did the Rajah of Assahan make 
use of any title which would prove him a dependant of Acheen, 
How you can reconcile the two statement which appear within five 
lines of eachother in your leader I do not pretend to understand. You 
first of all call Assahan ‘‘a dependency of the ancient kingdom of Acheen,” 
and immediately afterwards speak of “that independence provided (for the 

jah of Assahan) by the convention of 1824.” Now, there is not the 
ightest mention of Assahan in the treaty of that year, nor in the supple- 
mentary correspondence, and the mention that is made of Acheen doesnot 
authorise the plea that the independence, spoken of in the Dutch note 
(«de manitre que cet Gat—Acheen—sans rien perdre de son indépen- 
dance,” &.) applied to countries which were not under its control, and 
beionged to another Power, I am aware that some people iv the 
Suaits Scttiewents have been in the custom of poiuting their 
fingers triumphantly at the 9th article of the treaty of 1824, and 
of asserting that the Dutch have uo right to form any other sct- 
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ra besides those then ceded by the 
British; but such shallow pretentions only prove them ignorant of the 
first principles of international law. and blind to all principles of justice 
and “fair play,” a word of which the English are especially fond. 

Having, I trust, proved that the political position of the Penang pe 
tioners and of your article is not tenable, | will proceed to the commercial, 
and hope to demonstrate that “the odious system of double duties on 
all imports and exports” does not exist at Siak, nor anywhere else along the 
east coast of Sumatra, and that “the mild sway of an enlightened native 
Prince, who, though not recognising the principle of free trule, yet levied 
atariffof duties of a more liberal character than any which the Dutch 
have in their own ports,” exists, alas! only in the lively imaginations of 
your informants, whoever they may be. In the first place, the Dutch 
did not supersede the Sultan of Siak in 1859. He was allowed 
to carry on the government of his own country; the duties which 
are levied there arc levied by the Sultan under a tariff, which is as 
limited as it is liberal, and a copy of which I enclose. The Dutch 
hhave never levied a cent of dutics on imports and exports at Siak. 
Tnow turn to Assahan, under “the mild prince.” His tariff of duties 
(te right of levying which is farmed out to a Chinaman) comprises 
nearly everything, but there is one article of trade from his port which 
must enlist'the sympathy of all Kuropeans. Not less than ten thousand 
slaves were annually exported from Assahan to the native States of the 
Malay Peninsula, and to the British possessions—Penang, Malacca and 
Singapore. ‘This is a fact which can be proved, and not contradicted, and 
it is a slur on the Goverument of the Straits Settlements not to have dis- 
covered and put a stop toa trade which civilisation has, long since, stamped 
with ignominy. 

Finally, what is the value of the trade between Sumatra and the British 
settlements since the aggressions of the Dutch? Has it increased or

ished? This is, alior all, the test upon which the accusations must 
stand or fall. [extract the accompanying table from the Straits Times 
of the December, and if this does ‘not prove the utter fallacy of the 


arguments of the Penang memorialists, 1 am at a loss to know what 
evidence to adduce, A trade which shows such results—an increase of 
15 per cent, in imports and 36 per cent, in exports in four years—cannot 
be fostered by “ monopolies and double duties,” and it would be well for 
the Penang merchants if, before they make such sweeping and unfounded 
assertions, they would study the lists of imports and exports, You 
will, I hope, now acknowledge that you have been misled, and that 
you wrote your attack upon the “dishonourable conduct of the Dutch” 
under a false impression. I leave it to your sense of fair play to give 
insertion to this letter, which I would willingly have reduced to more 
moderate proportions had the importance of the subject discussed enabled 
me to do so.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, J.C.

HOUSE OF COMMONS 
THE EXCITANGE QUESTION IN JAPAN. 
(Feb. 27th.) Lord Sraytey asked the Chancellor of the Ex- 
ehequer whether his attention had been called to statements made in the 
London and China Telegraph of the Sth Feb., in reference to the 
exchange question in Japan ; and asked him to produce a copy of the 
report made by Mr. Arbuthnot, of the Treasury, on the operation of the 
present system of appropriating the profits arising out of the exchange ; 
and whether any sums been carried to the eredit of the public ac- 
counts out of the profit arising from the difference between the current 
value of the panese ichibou and the rate at which it was yilied to the 
and civil serviews.—The Citascettor of the Exciirquen: 
swer tothe noble lord's question was very easily given. 
His attention had been been called to the statements in the London and 
China Telearaph. There was no_ objection whatever to produce the 
reports of Mr. Arbathnot, and in point of fact it was ou those reports that 
he advised the House to rely for the purpose of obtaining a knowledge of 
this intricate but interesting question 5 and he had to state that no sums 
had been carried to the credit of the public accounts out of the profit 
rising from the difference between the current value of the Japanese 
ichibou, and the rate at which it was supplied to the naval, mili- 
tary, and civil services, But he thought he ought to add some words of 
explanation, because the answer h? had given would be no answer 
at all except to the noble lord and those who had given 
attention to the subject. By the treaty with Japan — there 
was a stipulation that_all foreign coin should pass in that country at its 
corresponding weight in Japanese coin of the same description. “Either 
from the orders of the Japanese Government, or the prejudice of the 
people, it was found that the doilars in which our officers Were paid did 
not obtain currency in Japan. ‘They were totally unavailable as an in- 
strument of ordinary exchange for the purposes of subsistence. On the 
discovery of that fact there was a communication with the Japanese Go- 
vernment. and anarrangementivas made by the Japanese Government to 
the efect that the dollar should stand at a ecrtain fixed value to the ichi- 



















































































bou, The elect of that exchange was of very considerable value to the 
services, beewuse the fixed value was higher than the current rate of ex- 
change. The principle of the exchanze was that it should be at a rate 


that would cover the cost of coiming, and be equivalent to the weight of 





metal, that principle being entirely conformable to the article in the treaty 
When this great advantage came to the knowledge of the Government at 
home, the matter was examined by Mr. Arbuthnot, of the Treasury, who, be- 
sides his other exccllences, was a perfect master of every question con- 
neeted withthe currency, He investigated the matter to the bottom, aud in 
consequence the ‘Treasury made a communication to the Foreign-office, 
and the general effect of that communication was, that the practice 
ought to be abandoned. A good deal of correspondence, how. 
ever, took place on the subject, especially betweea Mr. Arbuth- 
not and Sir Rutherford Alcock, before a conclusion was definitively 
arrived at, but when the ‘Treasury had arrived at a definitive 
conclusion, the Foreign-office gave effect to it. When that had been 
done it appeared that the Japanese Government decidedly objected to the 
arrangement. ‘They represented the matter strongly to Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, and he on his own responsibility altered the arrangement, so 
strongly was he impressed with the policy of adhering to it. It became, 
however, in the course of time known at home, that in October, 1864, 
Sir Rutherford Alcock had reverted to the system of privileged exchange. 
After he had done so the matter was again taken in hand by the late Mr. 
Arbuthnot, who was about to make another report upon it at the time of 
his death. Amongst the merchants there were two parties, one in favour 
of the change and the other against it, the Japancse Government being 
decidedly of the same opinion as the latter. In reference to the state- 
ment that the French Government carried the profit to public account, 
he was not aware that such was the case, and with regard to the Prussian 
Minister having refused to participate in the exchange, he believed t 
arose through a quarrel between the Minister and the Japanese Govern- 
ment. At the present momeut there seemed to be but two courses open, 
either to let_ matters remain as they were, or to let them continue and 
carry the gain made on the exchaniges to the credit of the public account. 
‘There was, however, this ditficulty—the scale of official salaries had in the 
first instance been fixed too low, and was now in consequence of the rise 
of prices found insufficient, and this lucrative system of exchange, which 
had had an accidental and irregular origin, had prevented a general de- 
mand for an increase of salaries. Mr. Arbuthnot thought that the proper 
course would be to establish a free mint in Japan ; but the concurrence of 
the Japanese Government to such a step was not a thing that could be 
arranged in aday. 
THE NAVY ESTIMATES AND THE FLEET IN CHINA. 

(March 1.) Hon, H. G. Lippe said before this discussion closed he 
wished to address one or two remarks to the Government, and particulariy 
to his noble friend, on a totally different subject. His noble friend in his 
opening speech informedthe House that they would be surprised if they 
knew all the demands which were constantly made on the Admiralty for 
increased assistance in various parts of the world, and particularly in China 
and Japan, He heard that statement with great apprehension, and he 
took this opportunity of expressing an earnest hope that these demands 
would not be continued. (JIear, hear.) The Committee would bo 
startled to know that our fleet in those parts had mounted up on the Gth 
of last month to no less than 46 vessels of war. (Hear, hear.) The 
Committee would see that the question which they were now considering 
was the question of national expenditure. Now he would simply ask was 
this gigantic flect necessary in those seas, because we had treaties of peace 
and commerce with China and Japan,—very peaceable countrivs, and a 
considerable number of ycars had elapsed singe those treaties were signed, 
and he presumed they contained the ordinary stipulations that security 
for life and property Would be afforded to the nations trading with them, 
He should be told that the object of this large fleet was to put down piracy 
which was very rife in those seas, But were we to support this extraor~ 
dinarily large force in order to relieveChina and Japan from the necessity 
of maintaining the police of their own seas? (Hear, hear.) It was time 
for us to consider that we were taking upon ourselves a gigantic expense, 
and taxing the people of this country for doing that which the Chinese 
and Japanese Governments were bound todo. (Hear.) While a large 
fleet was being maintained on the coasts of China and Japan, in two otacr 
parts of the globe the interests of British subjects were imperiled by the 
want of men-of-war. The first of those cases was that of the Chilian 
blockade, where, although the Spanish fleet left Callao on the 17th of 
September avowedly to blockade Valparaiso, Commodore Hardy, who was 
in command of the” English squadron at Callao, sent none of his vessels 
to watch over the rights of British subjects. The second case occurred 
during the recent ontbreak in Jamaica, where Governor Eyre was, on the 
20th of October, obliged to charter a French steamer to carry troops to 
Port Morant. Valparaiso was a central naval station, as was alsa Jamaica, and 
he thought that some of the vessels now employed in guarding Japanese 
and Chinese commerce could with great advantaze be stationed at either 
of those places. (Hear, hear.) —Mr. Sretey (Lincoln) complained of 
the manner in which the Admiralty accounts were presented. _ It was very

in the Estimates, but there wasno one account by perusing which members 
could understand what proportion the expense of building a ship at one 
dockyard bore to the expense of building one at another, There should 
be such an account by which the difference of expense between building 
ships at public and private dockyards could also be shown, (Hear, hear.) 
There was another question on’ which he wished to offer a few remarks. 
Certain statements with reference to the Admiralty accounts which he bad 
made during last year had been contradicted in a pamphlet issued in June 
last by the authority of the Lords of the Admiralty, It would occupy the 
House tov long if he entered into any statement on the subject, but he 
asked the noble lord (Lord C. Paget) to allow the persons who drew up 
the Admiralty report to confer with his (Mr. Sceley’s) secretary, who had 
drawn up the statement which he had made. If they eould not come to 
an agreement on the points in dispute, the question could then be referred 
to a professional accountant named by any gentleman on the Treasury 
Bench, He also asked the nobie lord if he continued to. buy the same 
species of anchors as he did last year.—Colonel Sykes (Aberdeen) fully 
agreed with the hon, member for Northumberland (Mr, Liddell) in the r0~ 
marks which he had made with reference to the large squairon maintained 
on the cousts of China aud Japan, ‘Lhe fleet on the Chinese and Ja- 
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anese coasts consisted of 47 vessels, 44 of which were armed steamers. 

fe believed that no hon. gentleman present under-tood what the meaning 
was of keeping up such an immense naval establishment in that part of 
the world. ‘The Chinese Government was not hostile—at least not openly 
hostile—to England; and asto Japan, on a recent oceasion three Eng- 
lish ships of war, assisted by two or three forcign vessels, succeeded in en 
forcing the execution of a treaty signed by the Emperor of that country. 
The coast of China was about 2,000 miles in extent, and was througkout 
its whole extent infested by pirates, English ships of war could not 
pursue the pirates'junks into the shallow reeks, and they were therefore 
almost entirely useless in checking piracy. Besides, it should be remem- 
bered that these pirates principally confined themselves to attacking vessels 
belonging to their own countrymen, and rarely molested a1 1 ship. 
Some time since an English man-of-war did siveeed in capturing a pirate 
vessel, and brought theZcrew into Amoy, when the captain delivered them 
over to the Chinese mandaris, Some of the crew managed to obtaia 
money to bribe the authorities, and the result was that while the rest of the 
crew were put to death the four men who had bribed the mandarins es- 
caped all punishment. It would appear from this that the effect of keep- 
ing up an English fleet on the Ciinese coast was ouly to put money into 
the pockets of the mandarins. (Hear). 

TELEGRAYH AND POSTAL SERVICE To INDIA. 

(Feb, 27th.) Mr. Crawrorn moved for a Select Committee to inquire 
into the practical working of the present system of tclegraphic and postal 
communications between this country and the Kast Indies. After some 
preliminary remarks on the growth of our commerce with the East Indies, 
and the consequent importance of rapid communication, to show the de- 
fects of the present telegraphic communication, he told some amusing 
stories of the blunders which had been made in the transmission of 
messages, some of which were very costly in their consequences to the 
senders or receivers. He described the routes by which the mess: were 
sent, and ascribed the delays and blunders to that portion of the line which 
lies between the western frontier of Turkey and Bagdad, surmising that 
Russian and French jealousies prevented remedies being applied when 
complaints were made. He sketched out a new route of telegraphic 
communication by way of the Mediterranean and Fvypt, which he 
believed would be specdicr and more reliable, and which, at Icast, would 
give the commercial community the advantage of a second route. Passing 
‘on to the postal communication, of the defects of which also he gavea 
minute description, be pointed out that it rested on a contract with the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company made some 13 years ago, and though 
that company had, generally speaking, performed its service well, 
many of its vessels were not quite up to the speed which recent 
improvements had led us to expect; and, moreover, it had 
practically speaking, a monopoly of communication in this part of the 
world. He recommended that when the proper time came the services to 
Bombay, Calcutta, China, and Australia should be separated, and 
separate senders invited foreach, so that the commercial community 
might bave the advantage of the work being done on the most economical 
basis. —Mr. HorsraLt, seconded the motion, though he inclined to think 
that the inclusion of the postal system made the inquiry too wide in its 
scope. He recommended the employment of English’ signallers, and 
pointed out the political advantages of an improved telegraphic eommuni- 
cation.—Sir C, BricHt expressed his disappointment at the eomparatively 
small advantages reaped by the commercial community from a line which 
had cost so much money and pains to lay. He attributed the failure, not 
to the Turkish Government, which he believed to be honestly desirous 
to carry out the convention, but to the local authorities, and criticised 
the construction and working of the Indian line from Kurrachee to Itom- 
bay.—After @ few remarks from Mr. MorratT in vindization of the 
enterprise of the Peninsular and Oriental Company, Mr. CHILpEns 
admitted the importance of the question, but, when fault was found with 
foreign Governments in whose hands the lines were, they ought to recollect 
that the working of telegraph lines had not arrivad at the same point of 
perfection in those countrics that it had attained in England. However, 
af Mr. Allan's system proved successful, the shortest route to India would 
be ria Brindisi. The French Government had established a well: worked 
system of postal communication between Marseilles and Jndi: Tt was 
desirable to inquire how far this service could be made available, and 
generally how far the whole service at present in operation could be con- 
ducted with greater economy, efficiency, and rapidity. For these reasons 
the Gorernnient had no objection to the motion.—The Citaxcetior of 
the ExcHequer deprecated any attempt on the part of members of the House 
to use their position in promoting interests or schemes with which they might 
be connected, but which were really commercial undertakings, and 


ought to stand or fall upon their own merits—The motion was then 
agreed to. 








































































THE MORTALITY OF TROOPS IN HONG KON 

Gen. Pret. said there is a small reduction on the consolidated allowances 
which is accounted for by the withdrawal of a regiment from China. Iam afraid 
that there are very few more of that regiment to withdraw. 1 am afraid that 
in consequence of the state of the entire regiment, from a total neglect of 
all tho warnings cf medical men, this saving will be eifvcted. As I know 
my hon, and gallant friend the member tor Oxfordshire (Colonel North) 
has taken this question up, and that it will be fully investizated, 1 will not 
try to fix blame upon any one ; but nothing that took place during the 
Crimean war, nor anything that took place on the coast of Africa exceeded 
the neglect exhibited in this case. —Sir. J. Fencusson suggested that to 
the circumstance of the number of the native Indian troops being limited 
to 178 was owing in great measure the lamentable mortality which had 
taken place at Hong Kong. Previous to last year one battalion in Hong 
Kong was exchanged, and it was generally believed that it had been re- 
moved in order to save the expense caused by the maintenance of troops 
R ed side by side with the battalion in the Indian estabiishment. (Hear, 
hear.) Ie believed that on every ground of justice it mizht be maintained 
that British troops quartered in Hong Kong ‘should bo kept on the Ind: 
establishment. The vicissitudes of the climate of Hong Kong and the in- 
roads which it made on the European constitution being taken into ac- 
count, it was, he thought, but just and right that Indian pay and allowances 
should be provided for the troups quartered there, as well as for those sta 
toned in India itself. It was, in his opinion, a disgrace to this country and to

that House in which such subjects were discussed, not to protest against 
paltry saving by which so great an amount of suffering was inflicted upoa 
troops who never shrunk from their duty, accompanied by a mortality un= 
precedented except in such campaigns as that in the Crimea, (Hear, hear.) 
When we keard of British battalions which were a few monthe ago in the 
highest state of efficrney and numbering 800 or 900 men being reduced, 
to little more than 100 effvetive soldiers it could scarcely be denied tat there 
was a degree of d attaching to such a state of things which ougit 
not to be pasted slight!y over. (Hear, hear.) As to the precise person 
upon whom blame rested in the matter it wonid be well. of course, to 
await the production of papers before discussing that point; but the vote 
under consideration presented, he thought, a fitting opportunity. for 
asking the noble marquis whether the native troops were withdrasa from 
Hong Kong iu order to recluce the pay aud allowances of the aflicers at 
the station from the Indian to the ordinary rate of pay, aud whether it was 
proposed to send back the native forces to perform the duties previously 
discharged by that description of troops. (Hear, hear.)—Colonel 
Norra hoped that notwithstanding the appealof the hon. and gallant ge 
ral, a debate would not ensue on the subject to which his questions related. 
(Hear, hear.) It was much too serious a matter to be dealt with in the 
shape of mere question and answer. (Hear.) He had given notice of a 
motion on the subject, and as the papers with respect to it would be in the 
hands of members to-morrow, it was desirable that no further remarks 
should be made upon it until it was brought regularly with full information 
before the House. (Hear, hear).—Colonel P. Heaucnt concucred in 
that view, and moved that the Chairman report progress. —The Marquis 
of HantincTon expreseed a hope that the hon. and gallant gentleman 
would not press his amendment, but would allow the votes for the men to 
be taken, As it was the intention of the hon. and gallant member for 
Oxfordshire to call attention to the unhappy mortality amony the troops 
stationed at Hong Kong, it was, he thought, desirable that nothing further 
should be said on the subject that evening —Sir W. Jouiirre thought 
the case was one of so awful a character that the vote ought to be post- 
poned in order that the discussion might be taken upon it.—Mr. O'REILLY 
did not see why that discussion should be raised on the present vote more 
than upon any other vote. He trusted, however, that the noble marquis 
would not proceed with the vote for pay and allowances that evening, as 
it involved numerous matters of detail.—Colonel Nontit said he had no 
hesitation in stating that he should hereafter move for a committee of in- 
quiry into the recent mortality at Heng Koug. He thought it one of the 
most deplorable cases that had“ occurred since the Crimean war, Great 
blame attached to some quarter, and in the interests of the ariny the mat- 
ter ought to be thoroughly and minutely sifted. (Hear, hear.) 



























































































Exutnrtion or Oatentat Picrures.—Herr Hildebrandt, a well- 
known Prussian artist, has lately made an extensive sketching tour in the 














Far East, and the results of it, in the shape of nearly two hundred water- 
color drawings, are now being exhibited at the Gallery of the Institute of 
Painters in Water Colors, in Pall Mall. In the strange and distant 
worlds of China and Japan, Herr Hildebrandt has travelled, and has 
given us transcripts of scenery and character which only the peucil of an 
artist can render. ‘I'he visitor could not see lite on the Thamestby taking his 
stand on London Bridge, or on a pier at Blackwall, more vividly than he 
may see Canton life on the river as painted by thisartist.. Whampoa, on 
the River Canton, is bathed in sunlight, but no feature is obscured or 

Peking, so lately a mystery to Europeans, is 
rought belore us—the city itself, its main street, its Circular Street, its 
quaint house aspect, its out-door life, pagoda, river and  ships— 
with a vividness which satisfies the utmost thirst of the curious, 
Herr Hildebrandt hasexactly the pencil for an explorer of unknown places. 
lie gives us, if we may so speak, the splendour of art without vagueness 5 
he does not imagine pictures; he does not create effects for the walls of 
an exhibition; he depicts the very aspect of the reality. ‘The visitor to 
his gallery sees again what he has ‘seen if he has visited the places repre- 
sented, or what he will see shoud business, or duty, or pleasure lead 
to China and Japan. ‘The bridge, the canal, which you eross to approach 
the Summer Palace of Peking, which lies over ainong the low t ees, appear 
on the artist's cardboard in temperate reality, while in another picture the 
fair sails of the grand ships on the Fuo-chow-Foo river float like appari- 
tions on the clear water, while the sun sets with inexpressible loveliness 
and effects which no mechanical apparatus can render, and very few artists 
pant. Courts of Law, Temples of the Heavens, Joss Houses, Sureets of 
the Pirates, streets, barges, sing-songs, inhabitants of every style of manner, 
age, pursuit, and physiological peculiarity, are represented with different 
degrees of finish, many being, no doubt, caught as it were on tLe wing, a8 
the artist found them on bank and boat as he passed down the rivers. 
Japan is depicted with no less variety and interest, and, indeed, some of 
the best finished and most pleasing pictures in the whole collection are the 
views of Yedo, Yokohama,ard Nagasaki, in which the peculiar charac~ 
teristics of the scenery are portrayed with admirable fidi I ty. 

Picrune oF THE SiAMESE Asuassavons AT FONTAINERLEAU.— 
At the last arnual exbibition of paintings in Paris one of the most remark- 
able pictures was that by Gerome—just elected, by the way, a member of 
the French Academy of Fine Arts—representing the reception of the Am- 
bassadors or the Kings of Siam by the Emperor and Empress, As regards 
the Embassy, the painter achicved a great success, in spite of the awkward 
attitudes and positions of the principal figures, who are on all fours, in a 
procession which reaches nearly ull across the canvas. M. Gerome has 
caught the exprescions of the counteranccs so happily. and has rendered 
the dresses +o brilliantly, that the group is highly interesting ; the face and 
figure of the boy, son of one of the Ambas-adora, are admirable, ‘The 
mese were delighted with the picture, and insisted on having a copy 
made and sent to Banzkok for the King. ‘The artist bas just completed @ 
reduced copy for this purpose, and is said to have bren very successful in 
plagiarising himself, It was a pity not to have done the thing impcrially, 
nd made the reproduction of the full size, for no amoun! of art can give 
the same bold edvet ina diminished space, and boldness more than highly 
artistic finish would be of importance in the present case. We have no 
doubt that the representation of the curiousjand glittering ceremony will 
cause at least as much sensation at Bangkok asit did in. Paris, but we trust 
that the painter will escape the White Elephant,

THE JAPANESE EXCHANGE QUESTION. 

Ix our Parliamentary intelligence it will be seen that Lord 
Stanzey has called attention to the statements made in the Lon- 
don and China Telegraph of Feb. 5 in reference to the Exchange 
scandal in Japan. To the uninitiated the replygiven by the Czan- 
GELLOR of the ExcnEquzr to Lord Sraniey’s question on this sub- 
ject will doubtless appear highly satisfactory. But although it 
may have been sufficient for the exigencies of the moment, we are 
by no means content to accept it as conclusive, and must in 
fact take exception to several portions of it. Mr. GLADsTONE’s 
attention had been called to the statements in the London and 
China Telegraph, and there was no objection whatever to the 
production of Mr. ARsoraxot’s report. No portion of the 
Profits arising from the Ichibou exchange had as ye been 
carried to the public accounts, but the whole would be in future. 
So far, so good. It is at all events satisfactory that the system 
of appropriation which has developed such evil results as those ex- 
posed in our previous articles on the subject is to come to an end, 
but there are some strange inconsistencies in the “explanation” 
volunteered by Mr, GLapstows as to the origin and past working 
of the system, which should be pointed out. “It was found,’ 
says Mr. Guapstong, “that the dollars in which our officers 
“|were paid, did not obtain currency in Japan.” Now these 
dollars in which officers are paid, are the very same dollars as 
those imported by English and other merchants trading in 
Japan, both for mercantile and private purposes ; and are cur 
rent there, although certainly at a depreciation, the full weight 
of which is borne by the merchants, To neutralise or counter- 
balance the loss by this depreciation, both merchants and 
officials were originally permitted to exchango stipulated sums 
at the Treasury, at corresponding weights ; why should this 
privilege have been continued as regards officials, when with- 
drawn from the merchants? Again, the CHANCELLOR of the 
Excuequer states that “official salaries were in the first 
“instance fixed too low, and the profits of this exchange 
“prevented a general demand for an increase.” Can we too 
strongly condemn a system which, while giving avowedly in- 
sufficient emoluments to members of our Legation and Con- 
sulates in Japan, permits them to eke out their scanty allow- 
ances by a perquisite from the Government to which they are 
accredited? Would it be creditable to the Foreign-office to 
cut down ‘the pay of our Embassy, say for instance at Vienna, 
and seck to supply the deficiency by exchange operations ? 

It is candidly admitted that Mr. Ansuranor denounced the 
system, and that it ought to have been discontinued ; 
but we are told that Sir RurHERFORD ALcock persisted 
in continuing it on his own responsibility, for the alleged 
reason that the Japanese Government strongly opposed any 
change, That the Government would be likely to insist on 
supplying their Ichibous to officials at the rate of throe per 
dollar, when they were in eager demand in the moncy market 
at a little over two, it is very difficult to believe. One 
fact in support of this view is that at Nagasaki, where 
Jess pressure is exercised on the Government than at Yokohama, 
only half the usual sum has for some timo been exchanged for 
English ships of war ; the local treasury asserting its inability 
to provide native coin sufficient for the whole. Moreover, Sir 
RoTHERFORDWas not, and could not be compelled by the J japanese 




















Government to accept the exchange. Tho truth is that the repre- 
sentativos of other treaty Powers were only too ready not only to 
accept, but to extort any pecuniary advantages they could from the 
Japanese ; and Sir RurszrForp, although he could not avoid sec- 
ing the iniquity of the system, had not the moral courage to act 
independently of his colleagues, and strike single-handed at the 
root of theevil. The French availed themselves of its advan- 
tages to‘the fullest extent, although the profits accruing to the 
Legation were not shared by its members, but expended on 
public works, As regards the Americans, the statement of our 
correspondent “Icurpou” that they have exceeded all othors 
in rapacious greed, can, we believe, be amply substan- 
tiated. The Russians made no scruple of threatening the 
native authorities with violent measures if they were not 
promptly supplied with Ichibous to whatever extent thoy chose 
to demand. On one occasion when a Russian squadron entered 
Nagasaki, and made an enormous requisition for exchange, the 
authorities declined to comply on the ground that the demand 
was exorbitant, and they could not find sufficient coin to satisfy 
it. Whereupon the Russian Admiral sent a message to 
the Governor—Hartori Nagato-no Kami—a quiet, peace-loving 
noble, and a friend to foreign intercourse, to the effect that if 
“the Ichibous were not forthcoming within a given time, he 
“would send his marines on shore, to help to find them.” The 
result of this persuasive eloquence need hardly be recorded. 
Such being the disposition of the representatives of other 
foreign Powers, we can readily understand that the Japanese, 
being thus compelled to accede to their insatiable demands, 
thought but little of granting the comparatively moderate 
requisitions of our own services; while our Minister, being 
accustomed in all negotiations regarding treaty rights to act 
in concert with his colleagues, found himself in a minority 
on this question, and was therefore reluctant to push it to 
an issue, The CHANcELIOR of the Excuequer lays some stress 
on the fact of there being two parties among the mer- 
chants, one of which approves of tho present system. Among 
bona fide merchants, who are entitled to represent the in- 
terests of legitimate trade, we will venture to affirm that it has 
not one single supporter. Mr. ARBUTANor’s scheme of a 
free Mint would, perhaps, if it could be carried out, prove a 
remedy for all the evils of the much-vexed currency question ; 
but there are many"obstacles to be overcome before it can be 
established. We repeat, however, that as the privilege was 
swept away from the mercantile community it should have been 
abolished in toto, The whole thing was vicious, and calculated 
to cause favouritism and dereliction of duty in both services, 
from admirals and generals downwards. 

To recur once again to the subject of official salaries. Grant- 
ing our diplomatic officers have been underpaid, and that the 
exchange profits have been an acceptable boon to them, what 
claim have{the naval and military services for any such advan- 
tages? The officer on leave, who goes from Hong Kong to 
Japan either for his health or pleasure, finds himself in a far 
cheaper country, as well asa far more healthy one, Why 
should he be entitled to an emolument denied to his brother 
officers who remain in the expensive as well as sickly climate of 
Hong Kong? Andon the same principle, what need have the ad- 
miral and other officers of a man-of-war of an increase in their 
pay while at anchor in a Japanese port, which is denied them in 
China? Although an amendment of the system is promised for 
the future, these questions regarding the past have yet to be 
answered; and we still seek an explanation of the circum- 
stances under which the “Ichibou Fund” was organised, and 
the way in which the plunder—for we can call it little else— 
was shared. On this last point, and it is perhaps the most 
disgraceful one in the whole question, we have undoubtedly a 
right to ask for some explanation from the Secretary of SraTR 
for War, 





PARLIAMENTARY PAPERS ON JAPAN. 

The‘correspondence relating to affairs in Japan promised in 
the Queen’s Speech has now been published, and we procced to 
give a resumé of it :— 

By the convention of Simonoscki it was left an open question whether 
that port should be thrown open to foreign trade, or a money indemnity 
paid to the allied Powerstby the Japanese Government. In Letter No. 1 
of the present Blue-book, dated January, 1865, Earl Cowley states to 
Earl Russell that the French Government would prefer the pecuniary in- 
demnity, as M. Drouyn de Lhuys considered the port as of little commer- 
cial value ; but that the French Government would defer to the majority 
of the Powers interested, No. 2 is Earl Russell's reply announcing bis 
intention of awaiting Sir Rutherford Alcock’s arrival in England before 
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coming to a decision. No. 7, dated March 90, 1865, is from Earl 
Russell to Sir F. Bruce enquiring as to the opinion of the United States 
Government. No. 16 is from Mr. Winchester (received 16th June), 
conveying the decision of the Japanesc Government, to the effect that they 
preferred paying a money indemnity to opening the port. Mr. Winchester 
alludes to the embarrassed condition of the ‘I'ycoon’s treasury, and to the 
Propensity of the Government to levy “ squeezes” on trade. He expresses 
an opinion that the protracted payment of an indemnity seems very like 
hanging a mill-stone for five or six years round the neck of our own com- 
merce, and suggests that the amount might be reduced, and an equivalent 
obtained in the form of a revision of the tariff or the opening of Hiogo. 
No. 31, dated 24th July, is Earl Russell's reply to Mr. Winchester, ap- 
proving bis suggestions, and stating that Her Majesty's Government 
were ing to remit aay further payments of the indemnity, 
Provided ‘some substantial advantages were conceded, the prin- 
cipal ones being the opening of Hiogo and the Mikado's assent to 
the treaties. Every effort ought to be made, says Earl Russell, 
to induce the representatives of the parties to the Convention of October 
1864, to concur with the British Government in preferring the exten- 
sion of commerce contemplated in the original treaty of August 1858, 
to the exaction of the indemnity contemplated in the Convention. It is 
but just that the great Daimios should partake of the benefits of a com- 
merce which isso beneficial to Japan aad 20 profitable to the Tycoon. 
‘The next document of any importance bearing on this subject is letter No. 
88, from Earl Russell to Sir Harry Parkes, dated 23rd August, 1865. In 
this letter Earl Russell alludes to the procrastination of the Japanese in 
paying the indemnity and to the sums expended by them in strengthening 
their fortifications, &. Sir Harry Parkes is instructed that Her Majesty's 
Government would prefer a large and healthy extension of commerce, as 
stipulated by treaty, to the payment of money indemnities, But, if the 
‘Tycoon prefers the payments, those payments must be made at the times 
stipulated in the Convention,” In no case can Her Majesty's Government 
allow that the Tycoon's Goverament should spend its resources in ships, 
cannon, and armaments, while the payments stipulated by the Convention 
are delayed upon frivolous and dishonest pretexts. No. 57 is from Sir 
Harry Parkes, dated 12th Sept., 1865, announcing payment of the first 
instalment of $500,000. 

Inletter No. 66, dated 30th October, 1865, Sir Harry Parkes announces 
that he has succeeded in obtaining the consent of the other foreign 
ministers to the proposal of Her Majesty's Government, namely that two- 
thirds of the said money should be remitted ia retura for the prompt 
‘opening of the port of Hiogo and city of Osaca, the ratification of the 
teaties by the Mikado, and the regularisation of the tariff on a basis of 5 
Per cent, The representatives of the four Powers agreed that as the 

‘ycoon, with four of the five members of the Gorogio, was then at Osaca, 
it was expedient to proceed to that port to submit these proposals. The 
option of accepting them or continuing to pay the indemnity would, of 
course, be still reserved to the Tycoon; but in the event of the latter 
maintaining his preference for the indemnity, then its payment in quar- 
terly instalments would be punctually exacted. The letter concludes with 
adeseription of the naval forces, which it was arranged should accompany 
the expedition, the day of departure being fixed for the Ist of November. 
In letter No. 70, dated Ist January, 1866, Lord Clarendon intimates to 
Sir Harry; Parkes the entire approval by Her Majesty's Government of the 
Proposed expedition to Osaca, and of his intentions regarding the in- 
deranity. Nos. 72 and 74 are from Sir Harry Parkes, announcing the 
anrival of the expedition at Hiogo, and the progress of negotiations. And 
in No. 77, dated 25th November, Sir Harry Parkes announces the con- 
cession of two of the three points required, namely the ratification of the 
tre-aties and the revision of the tariff; while the third, namely, the imme- 
dimte opening of Osaca was still postponed, the Government preferring to 
continue payment of the indemnity, which they promised to do punctually 
& regards the remaining instalments. Finally, in despatch No. 81, Lord 
Clarendon conveys to Sir Harry Parkes the unqualified approval of Her 
Majesty's Government regarding the entire operations. 

With regard to the division or apportionment of the indemnity money 
among the four Powers, a long series of letters is published. ‘The French 

vernment in the first instance claimed 140,000 dols. as separate com- 
Pensation for injuries sustained by French steamers being fired upon at 
Simonoseki ; and it was admitted that America end Holland were each 
entitled to a similar sum, as compensation for the same injuries, thus mak- 
ing an aggregate sum of 420,000 dollars a first charge ou the whole indem- 
nity of 3,000,000 dols. which the Japanese Government had undertaken to 
Pay, and payable, rateably, of course, out of the several instalments as they 
might be received from Japan. With regard to the mode in which the 
Temaining sum of 2,580,000 dols. should be apportioned among the seve- 
Powers, there has been some difference of opinion. M. Drouya de 
Lhuys suggested that the division should be made according to the pro- 
Portion the forces of each Power in Japan bore to the aggregate force of 
the four. The United States’ Minister, on the other hand, contended that 
"ts the general co-operation of all the four Powers must necessarily have 
had great and equal weight, if not in the actual operations, at all events in 
the measures which preceded them, and afterwards in turning the result 
to good account, it would be fair to look upon the several Powers as contri~ 
buting in an equal degree to the success of the common cause, and thero- 
fore as enlitled to share equally in the indemnity which the Japanese 
Government agreed to pay. By this latter arrangement England of course 
would be the only loser. Both France and Holland would, under the 
first-named arrangement, have received much smaller portions, while Ame- 
Tica, not being represented by a single ship of war, could hardly have 
claimed any share atjall. Her Majesty's Government however concurred 
in the justice of an equal division, a measure justly characterised by the 
Ministers of the other Powers as a very liberal one.

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THE FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL POSITION OF 
THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 

The natural position of Singapore, together with the inherent 
resources of the Straits Settlements, assure for this very impor- 
tant entrepot an encouraging if not rapid development. With 
the augmentation of European commerco in the East, and of 
the foreign and native coasting trade between India and China 
and the whole Eastern archipelago, its trade must obtain pro- 
portionate development. ‘The revenue for the official year 
1864-65 exhibited indeed but a slight inorease over that of 
the provious twelve raonths, having amounted to Ra, 1,485,385 
against Rs, 1,484,282 in 1863-64 ; but looking to the sources of 
the revenue, a very considerable increase in the activity of trade 
is quite consistent with this state of the accounts, The greater 
proportion of the revenue is derived from excise, which yielded 
Rs, 850,982, and from stamps which contributed Ra, 188,766, 
Tho expenditure rose somewhat beyond that of the previous 
year, but tle balance of accounts shows a surplus of Rs. 168,787. 
To that surplus the Straits Settlements light dues collected at 
Indian ports contribute Rs. 30,000. It speaks most favourably 
for the Government that the largest item in the expenditure 
should be that of works of internal improvement and public 
convenience, calculated as these are directly or indirectly to 
further the permanent interests of the Straits Settlements, the 
former, indeed, being of an essentially productive character. 
The Rs, 44,523 charged in the disbursements for the suppression 
of piracy is of the same character, The Rs, 120,387 disbursed 
for law and justice actually excecds the salaries and expenses 
of all the civil public departments, amounting to Rs, 117,350, 
The military charge of Rs. 503,650, or a third of the entire 
revenue, is manifestly a most serious incubus on the advance- 
ment of Singapore, requiring, as it does, both for the 
increase of its land revenue and the development of its 
trade, the construction of public works on a more rapid scale 
than existing financial means allow. Yet the Home Govern- 
ment demands, in the event of the transfer of the Straits Settle- 
ments, a still heavier military contribution ; a sum even beyond 
the £63,000 fixed by the Impcrial Commissioners as sufficient, 
and which struck us at the timo as an exorbitant sum to be 
paid annually by the Settlements, tlooking to the strategical value 
of the position to this country, This excessive claim threatens 
to defer the transfer of this important possession ; the Home 
Government is unquestionably sensible of the importance of the 
acquisition, but appears oblivious of those weighty considerations 
which point to the advisability, on the ground of expediency as 
well as justice, of not pressing on the resources of the Settle- 
ments to such an extent as would exercise a repressive influenco 
on tho development of its trade. 

Tho importance of Singapore, in a mercantile view, may be 
judged from the amount of shipping that entered and cleared in 
1865, The arrivals were 1,697 vessels of 780,794 tons ; the 
dopartures, 1,629 vessels of 576,527 tons. Of the vessels that 
entered, 860 of 467,635 tons wero British ; the clearances under 
our flag being 873 vessels of 208,585 tons. The Dutch, Ham- 
burg, French, and Danish vessels follow in the order of priority, 
as to number and tonnage of vessels, in which we have placed 
their uames, No less than 93 French vessels entered in 1865, 
and 82 departed. Only four Russian vessels entered within the 
year ; seventeen showed the Prussian flag, which is in advance 
of that of the Portuguese. The Siamese vessels that entered 
were 48, of a tonnage of 16,699, The fact that upwards of 
one-half of the vessels that entered and upwards of one-half the 
tonnage is British ; and, notwithstanding that Continental 
nations are pushing their trade in the Far East, we have no 
doubt that this proportion will continue to be maintained.

Tho accounts of Penang for 1864-65 show an increase in 
the permanent sources of revenue, which must be referred to 
its improving trade, Tho receipts for 18645 reached 
Rs. 478,800, or Rs, 29,593 above those of 1863-64. The 
expenditure amounted to Rs. 549,862, execeding the revenue 
by Rs. 71,062, Tho imports, amounting to Rs. 18,048,125, 
were met by exports valucd at Ps, 2 34, the former 
showing an increase over the previous year of Rs, $55,755, and 
the latter of Rs, 1,224.864. This increase both in revenue, 
imports and exports, has been realised in face of several dis 
turbing influences, among which the feuds of the Chit 
secret socictics aro prominent. The number of vessels that 
arrived in the year were 652, of 171,194 tons; the depar- 
tures 621 vessels of 158,539 tons. Of the former 429 were 
British, and of the latter 691, representing a still larger propor- 
tion in the tonnage, which was 119,764 for entrances and 
158,539 for clearances. The Hamburg vessels, of which 31 
entered, rank next in nmount of vessels, and following these, 
tho Avabian of which no less than 17 vessels entered, of a 
tonnage of 7,810, the departures being 13 of 6,512 tons. ‘The 
number of Siameso vessels that entered were 18, but of very 
light tonnage. French arrivals exhibited a tonnago of 4,600, 
and American of 3,251. 
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MALACCA, 





The revenue of Malacca for the oNicial year 1561-65 was 
Rs, 173,062 ; the expenditure, Rs, 263,932, a deficiency in the 
former as compared with the previous year of Rs, 1,524, and in 
the latter of Rs. 31,927, whilst the excess of expenditure was 
Rs, 90,870. ‘The deficiency in revenue was accompanied by a 
decrease of Rs, 9,689 in the value of imports, which amounted 
to Its. 4,533,160 ; but exports in the same period, amounting 
to Rs, 3,683,826, increased in valuc to the extent of Rs.87,315. 
In the year, 302 vessels entered of 55,341 tons, 288 of the 
number being British. The departures were 302 vessels of 
553,400 tons, 238 of these vessels coming under the British 
flag. Tho demand made by the British Government on the 
land-owners, hitherto exempted from assessment, for payment 
of the same, giving them the option of selling the land, had 
created some excitement among proprictors, who claim that the 
agreement by which, in 1825-29, Government bought by means 
of annuitics certain portions of the land, fur which the Datch 
had charged a small quit rent, impiied a release of the proprie- 
tors from any demand on the remaining land ; and, in fact, no 
assessment has up ty the present time beea made. 









































MORTALITY OF ‘TROOPS AT HONG KONG, 

Coroxtn Norrie has succeeded in procuring the papers 
aoved for in refercnes to the trovps at Meng Kong, which we 
shall notice more fully in our next. But we believe that no 
amount of correspondence will alter the Jeading mist. 
General Guy in being absent from Hong Kong at the time of 
arrival of the Zamer with the reinforcements, It appears that 
the General was fully aware of the intended despatch of this 
vessel from England to the {Cape as it is alluded to in his 
letter of November 12, 1864. Ithas been stated repeatedly. 
however, by the officers of the garrison at Hong Kong and by 
those receutly returned from Hong Kong that they did not 
expect them sosoon. ‘This is idie; fur with the present means 
of communication they could be alvised in the first instance 
by the direct mail from this country, and subsexprently from 
the Cape and Singapore, of the despatch of the Zona, and 
the naval officers on the station could have informed them of 
her probable arrival at that scason of the year. In any case 
they should not have been landed in Huts or Godowns, nor 
would they if General Guy had been at his post. The following 
statement in reference to the mortality of the troops is from 
the Pall Mall Guzette :— a 

The strength of the 9h regiment, on its arrival at Hong Kong in 
February, 1865, was 839 non-commissioned officers and men, 47 women, 
and 77 children. Of these, 48. non. ned olficers and men, 6 
women, and +8 chiidren have dicd

Disease and 
death soon bezan to appear in their midst. Between the Ath of June 
and the end of last year 2 officers, 58 non-commissioned officers, 5 women, 
and 27 children died. 4 officers, 189 non-commissioned officers and 
men, 22 women, and 35 children have been invalided. Besides this, the 
I 1th has lost all its surgeons 5 one has died, one is sick, and one is on 
leave at home. 

The hot season in China is returning, and if other European soldiers 
are sent out to replace the shattered remuact of the [1th regiment, there 
will inevitably be another trazedy unless special provision be pramptly 
made for their reception, Bat why should) Europ be employed, at 
wh a risk to health and even life, upon a service which Indian troops 
could perform not only safely Lut more eilicieatly? ‘The cest of the 
recent mi emeat at Hong Kong has been variously estimated at 
between £30,000 and £30,009; but that represents only a part of the 
loss. Good soidiers are not readily replaced, and enlistments are not 
likely to be encouraged by the news of such a wanton sacrifice of 
valuable Ii It is most important that some member of the Government. 
should give assurance in Parliament that measures are being taken to 
present a repetition of the miserable tragedy of last year. There is another 
point which demands attention. Cannot some means be devised of keep- 
ing British officers in command on Chinese stations from running away 
to Japan? No doubt the climate and rate of exchange in Japan are 
very attractive, but the superior officers are setting a very bad example to 
their subordinates in yielding to such temptations, aud some stringent 
mode must be sought of keeping them at their posts. 















































‘THE ICHIBOU SHANGE, QUESTION, 
(To the Editor of Te London and China Telegraph.) 

Dear Sut,—I am glad to by the answer of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to Lord Stanley's questions in the House of Commons on the 
2th ult. that the remarks made by yourself and correspondents in the 
Londonant China Telegraph have been brought under the attention of 
Ministers. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer so fur anticipates the production of 
Mr. Arbuthno:’s reports as to inform the country that “that perfect master 
of every question of finances, having investigated the matter to the very 
bottom, had made a communication to the Forcign-office, and the general 
cflect of that communication was that the practice ought to be abandoned. 
The Foreign-ollice desired to give eflect to this, but Sir Rutherford 
Alcock sas so strongly impressed with the necessity of adhering to the 
system of privileged exchange, that on his own responsibility he reverted 
to it.” 

Now, Sir, I do not intend to insinuate that Sir Rutherford Alcock is a 
man to permit his own pecuniary interests to influence his duty as a public 
servant. ‘There are many who would attribute this to him; Ido not. I 
have had some opportunities of judging, and I believe'he has a soul 
above dollars and cents, ichibous and tempos, £. s. d.; still the ques- 
tion of fact will arise—did or did not Sir Rutherford Alcock himself, and 
those associated with him in official life, have their incomes supplemented 
in the manner detailed in my former letter to the extent of 50 per cent, 
by this recurrence to the system of privileged exchang: i 
Sir Rutherford Aleoek took upon himselfto continue, despite Mr. Arbuth= 
hot’s report and the Foreign-olive resolution founded thereon, that it ought 
at once to be abandoned. If this question be answered in the affirmative, 
as I avow it must, the opportunity of scandal of self-interested motives 
(however unfounded) against the Minister of our country in Japan is proof 
enough that he did wrong, that the Government did wrong in permitting 
him to do it, and that that wrong shoull be immediately abandoned. 

The only ditheulty in the way of the abandonment of the system is 
stated by the Chancellor of the Exchequer to be that the ollicial salaries, 
in the first instance fixed very low, are now in consequence of the rise of 
prices found insuticient, and the lucrative system of exchange has pro- 
vented a general demand for an increase of salaries. ‘True, Japan is a 
somewhat expensive place to live in. ‘Tre, our ministers, our consuls, 
all our civil otfivials, receive salaries which would only enable them: 
decently in their respective positions in piaces where the cost of 
living is at the minimum, They are ail shamefully underpaid, but we are 
told they are kept from importining for increase of pay by this arrange. 
ment of ge with the Japanese Goverment. In other words, Br tish 
Government olliciais ‘receive their induc ment to continue their services 
in Japan by a contribution from the Japanese Government of 6s. in 
every pound of their pay. Can anything be more to the disparage~ 
ment of the honour of our country in the eyes of the Japanese 
than that we should enforce ourselves upon them, and yet that 
our public servants, “phtced there to protect our interssts, de- 
rive a considerable portion of their income by the shuflling of the 
Japanese currency? ‘The change proposed by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
ehequer [ presume to mean this: That the officials shall receive the benefit 
of the exchange as heretofore, but shali account for and hand it over to* 
their Government, which will recoup it to them in the shape of advance of 
which they must then have, but hitherto have not importuned for. 
his will appear to the Japanese like an unworthy shutie; it will not 
satisfy one of the many serious and admittedly well-founded objections 
which have been made to the system, But, [would ask, are there not 
other alternatives ? may not the terms of the treaty in respeet to the ex- 
chanze, if entoreed or accepted at all, be enforced tor ail alike ? or, failing: 
this, may they not be waived for all, and England, with what grace it may, 
even tardily follow the lead of Prassia aud pay the salaries of its own 
onicers without such extrancous aid ? 

What, I would just further ask, has become of the charge which has 
heen made and repeated, that, amongst other abuses of which this ssstem 
has been the parent, 21 per diem has been exchanged for the non-com- 
missioned officers and inen stationed in Japan; that they have received 
the henedt of the exchange on the amount of their pay—one shilling only 
aud the remainder carried to a fund in which otficers have shared ia 
provortion to their rank? trust when next Lord Stauley reverts to this 
* interesting but insticate” subject, he will ask if the attent

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THE HONG KONG GAS COMPANY AND THE CEYLON 
GAS COMPANY, 

The following, from the Ceylon Ties, shows thatthe Hoag Kong 
Company aro about to obtain the coutract for lighting Colombo, 
and we presume a share of the advantage will be accorded to 
the sharcholders which may serve as_a recompense against the 
delay in their dividends alluded to in our last : 

A company is shortly to be established on the joint-stock principle, to 
be called the Ceylon Gas and W Company, and its proposals for sup- 

lying Colombo were before the Municipal Council on Monday last. 
fe original promoter was Mr. J. J. Grinlinton, who furnished the Hong 
Kong Gas Company with data of our requirements in these respects and 
other information on the subject; and they, having been eminently 
successful ia their operations hitherto, will float the new company in 
London, anumber of shares being reserved for allotment here, and a 
goodflocal direction appointed. Mr. Grinlinton has been obliged, however, 
to give up all active connection with the project, in consequence of his 
official position, and he has therefore handed the papers over to Mr. 
Robert Dawson, who in conjunction with Mr. Vhite, the other local 
director, is proceeding vigorously with the necessary preliminaries, 

‘The following is Mr. Dawson’s statement :— 

A Company has been inaugerated in London under the auspices of the 
Hong Kong and China Gaz Company, Limited, and under the same 
London directors, represented here for the present by J.T. White, Esq., 
and R. Dawson, Esq., as local directors. 

‘This company is prepared to enter finto negotiations at once with the 
Colombo Municipal Council to supply $Colombo with gas and water, 
onterms which, I trust, the Municipality will find deserving of attention 
and on behalf of the company I beg to state that I'am ready to enter into 
negotiations whenever the Municipal Council may be ready to receive 
the company’s proposals. It has been estimated that the ultimate cost of 
the works for supplying the town adequately with gas will be 40,000, 

The company will be prepared to erect 500 public lampposts at an 
estimated cost of £5 5s. each, equal to ‘(the cost in Hong Kong 
being £5 10s. per lamp), or to charge the Municipality interest at the rate 
of 6 per cent. onan outlay of say £3,000, equal to £180 per year ; to 
keep the whole 500 lamps lighted, and cleaned and repaired at a charge 
of 19s, Gi. per month, equal to £4,050 per year (the charge in Hong 
Kong is $3,30, or 13s. 9d. )—the price to be subject to reduction on sup. 
plying gas to private cousumers to any considerable extent, or on the 
company's declaring a dividend of ten per cent. or upwards for two con. 
secutive years ;—the lamps to be lighted 10 hours per night, to consume 
3 cubic feet per hour, equal to 30 cubic feet per night, equal to 900 cubic 
feet per month. e 

All Government and Municipal buildings to be supplied at the same 
rate as that charged for public lights—viz, 153. per 1,0U0 cubic fect, 
being an equivalent to the charge of 133. Gd. per lamp. 

Private consumersto pay 18s. 9d. per 1,000 eubie feet (the Hong Kong 
rate), the charge being subject to reduction, under the same conditions as 
the public lizhts. 

Af the Municipality should decide on erecting a greater number of public 
ligh ts than 500, a reduction in price will be made as follows: 550 ups 
at 1 3s. each, G00 ditto at 12s, 9d. each. 650 ditto at 12s, Gd. each. But if, 
‘on the other hand, the Municipal Council should decide on a jess num- 
et of lights, a proportiunate increase in charge will be made. 

Concessions. 

The company to have exclusive permission to open up streets and to 
lay mains for the epace of 3 years, with full authority for carrying on 
necessary operations for the construction and repair of the works (the 
materials for which to be admitted duty free), and assistance in procuring 
an cligible site on moderate terms. 

If the above mentioned rates and concessions be granted, the company 
will undertake to erect the works and public lamps, lay the mains and 
maintain the same. 

To supply the town adeqnately with gas at all times, the gas to be of a 
quality equal to that made from good Newcastle coal. 

With regard to the water supply, the estimated cost of supplying the 
town adequately with good water is £75,000, but circumstances might 
arise to increase the expenditure to £80,000, 

If the corporation will undertake to pay the company 6 per cent. per 
annum on an expenditure not excceding £80,000, equal to £4,800) a year, 
the company will undertake to conduet water into the town and fort, and 
along all the principal thoroughfares, according to plans to be approved 
by the Municipal Council, to erect public taps or pumps at convenient 
distances along all the principal thoroughfares for the use of the inhabi- 
tants, and to enable the streets to be watered. ‘The pipes to be laid so as 
to admit of flushing main sewers at night. The water to be analysed, and 
if filtration be necessary, filtering basins to be formed. 

Public and private dwellings to be supplied with water at fixed rates to 
the occupiers. Public baths to be erected when required, should sufficient 
inducement offer, and water to be supplied for the irrigation of Paddy 
landsand Owitte fields, the cultivators paying amoderate charge for thesame. 

The company to have exclusive permission to open up streets, te lay 
mains, construct canals, reservoirs and filtering basins for the space of 3 
years, with full authority for carrying on all necessary operations for the

‘Maps and plans are in course of preparation, and surveys and levels are 
now being taken which will, with the permission of the Municipal Council, 
be laid before them at an early date, and I shall be happy to answer any 
questions and to afford all the information in my power. 

I think it right here to state that the plans and designs for the two great 
works which I have now the honour to introduce have been handed over 
to me by Mr. Grinlinton, to whose unaided exertions all that has been 
hitherto done is due, and to whose influence is also due the very liberal
